Dublin, July 27.—The city of Dublin 
and the greater part of Catholic Ire¬ 
land was in a state of the greatest ex¬ 
citement to-day over the conflict yes¬ 
terday between the regular troops of 
the British army and the Irish Na¬ 
tionalists, which resulted in the killing 
of four persons and the wounding of 
of whom are In 


London, July 27.—Premier Asquith, 
who heard of th« lighting in Dublin 
proceeded to London from his country 
home by motor car, and arrived here' 
early *to-day. As the premier Is ulso 
secretary for war, he immediately took 
charge of affairs tit the war office. 

Information as to the “shocking oc¬ 
currence In Dublin yesterday," as 
John E. Redmond, the Irish National¬ 
ist leader, put It, was demanded im¬ 
mediately after the opening of the 
House of Commons to-day. Mr. Red¬ 
mond, was so dissatistled with the 
meagre Information given him that he 
moved the adjournment of the house In 
order to debate the mutter. 

Augustine Blrrell, chief secretary for 
Ireland, threw the blame for yester¬ 
day’s conflict lwtween the troops and 
the public on the assistant police com¬ 
missioner who/ he said had requisi¬ 
tioned the military entirely on his 
own responsibility. The official conse¬ 
quently had l**en suspended while an 
inquiry was made. 

The Nationalist members shouted: 
“He ought to be hanged.”

Reply Filled With Spirit of 
Dishonesty and Has Many 
Reservations 


Vienna. July 27—A communication 
Issued by the Austro-Hungarian for¬ 
eign office to-day sets forth the Aus¬ 
trian view of the Servian reply to 
Austria’s note demanding the cessa¬ 
tion of the Pan-Servian agitation and 
the punishment of those concerned in 
the assassination nt Sarayevo of Arch¬ 
duke Francis Ferdinand and his wife.. 
The communication also gives the, 
reasons for Austria’s dissatisfaction 
with Servift’s reply. It follows: “The 
object of the Servian note is to create! 
the false Impression that the Servian, 
government Is prepared in great meas- 1 
ure to comply with our demands. 

“As a matter of fact, however. Ser- 
vla’s note is filled with the spirit of dis¬ 
honesty, which clearly lets It l>e seen 
that the Servian government Is not 
[ seriously determined to put an end to 
the culpable tolerance It hitherto has 
; extended to Intrigues against the Aus¬ 
tro-Hungarian monarchy. 

“The Servian note contains ouch far- 
I reaching reservations and limitations 
I not only regarding the general prin¬ 
ciples of our action, but also In regard 
to the Individual claims we have put 
forward, that the concessions actually 
made by Servla become Inslgnlfieent. 

“In particular our demands for the 
participation of the Austro-Hungarian 
authorities In Investigations to detect 
accomplices In the conspiracy on Ser¬ 
vian territory has been rejected, while 
oui* request that measures be taken 
against that section of the Servian 
press hostile to Austria-Hungary has 
been declined and our wish that the 
Servian government take the necessary 
measures to prevent the dissolved Aus- 
trophobe associations continuing their 
activity under another name and under 
another form, has not been considered. 

“Since the claims in the Austro-Hun-, 
garlan note of July 23. regard l>elng' 
paid to the attitude hitherto adopted by! 
Servla, representing the minimum of | 
what Is necessary for the establish -1 
ment of permanent peace with the! 
southeastern monarchy, the Servian I 
answer must be regarded as unsatis¬ 
factory. 

“That the Servian government is 
conscious that its note is not accept-1 
able to us Is proved by the circum¬ 
stances that It proposes at the end. not 
to submit the dispute to arbitration-^ 
an Invitation which is thrown into Its 
proper light by the fact that three 
hours before handing In the note, a few 
minutes before the expiration of the 
time limit, the mobilization of the Ser¬ 
vians took place." 

It was pointed out here to-day that 
Austria-Hungary being a signatory to 
the second Hague convention, would be 
obliged formally to declare war but as 
Servla did not sign that convention, 
such a declaration might, perhaps, be 
regarded as unnecessary In this In¬ 
stance. 


London, July 27.—It was reported to-day that Sir Edward Grey, 
British foreign secretary, had made successful representations to 
Germany, Italy and France for a conference between the representa¬ 
tives of those countries in England on the Austro-Servian situation, 
with a view to co-operate in mediation. 

Sir Edward Grey invited the governments of Austria-Hungary, 
Servia and Russia to suspend operations pending the result of the 
proposed conference, which would be held in London. His sugges¬ 
tion was that the French, German and Italian ambassadors in London 
should confer with him in the endeavor to find a means of solving 
the present difficulties. Until late this afternoon he had not yet re. 
oeived complete replies to his proposal. 

Waiting Full Reply From Germany. 

Sir Edward Grey, in announcing in the House of Commons the 
steps to be taken to bring about mediation in the Austro-Servian con¬ 
troversy, said: “I understand that the German government is favor¬ 
able to mediation in principle, as between Russia and Austria, but to 
our particular proposal to apply that principle by means of a confer¬ 
ence, the German government has not yet replied. 1 ’ 

Sir Edward concluded by expressing the opinion that the failure 
of the efforts to bring about a settlement would lead to the greatest 
catastrophe which could befall the concert of Europe and its conse¬ 
quences would be incalculable. 

Servian Ambassador States Nation’s Case. 

At the Servian legation in London the view was held that soma 
improvement had taken place In the situation, and this was attributed 
to the influence exercised by Russia. Alex Georgevitch, the first sec¬ 
retary, said: “We have complied with everything that does not-im¬ 
pair our sovereign rights. We hope that Austria-Hungary, in the 
interests of peace, will recognize that consideration is due to an in¬ 
dependent state and so avert war. If, however, Austria wants war, 
she will have seen that we are prepared to act in the interests of the 
dignity of our state.” 

British Fleet is Kept on War Footing. 

The fact that Austrian ambassadors abroad were willing to dis¬ 
cuss the controversial points with foreign governments, and especially 
with Russia, led to the belief that an outlet for the deadlock would 
be found. 

The British admiralty issued orders last night keeping the Brit¬ 
ish fleet on a war footing. The leave which is generally granted to 
the crews after the annual mobilization of the fleet for exercises has 
been cancelled. The vessels began coaling yesterday with the ex¬ 
pectation that they would be ordered to the North Sea, which would 
be England’s danger point in the event of a European outbreak. 

Washington, July 27.—The gravity of the European situation 
was reflected in an official dispatch from St. Petersburg to-day say¬ 
ing the Russian minister of war had said he considered war between 
Russia and Austria almost inevitable. r 

Russian Army to Be Mobilized. 

This statement was made after the Rnssian ministry had issued 
an official declaration that Russia was greatly disturbed and could 
not remain indifFerent in the crisis that had arisen between Servia 
and Austria-Hungary. The order for the complete mobilization of 
the Russian army was confirmed.

The battalion then replied to 
the attack of the mob with a scattered 
fusilade. In an instant the streets 
were covered with wounded, while ter¬ 
rorized men, women and children ran 
In all directions. 

After the troops had fired Into the 
crowd the angry populace In a spirit 
of revenge attacked Individually sol- i 
diers and beat them brutally. Mem- j 
hers of the Scottish Borderers who i 
were riding bicycles along the quays i 
were pulled from their machines and 
beaten, and the bicycles were thrown 1 
Into the river. 

The lord mayor has Issued a strong 
letter of protest, in which he declares

The Times, in an editorial, says It considers, In view of the moderation of 
Servla’i reply the way to a peaceful settlement ought to stand open. The cor¬ 
respondent at St. Petersburg of the Times says: “Russian diplomacy has 
noted certain Indications of unwillingness on the part of all the powers, includ¬ 
ing Austria, to go to war if it can possibly be avoided."

The speaker classified the seven fools 
as follows. (1) The ambitious fool, who 
used his money not as a means but as 
an end, and placed money, honor and 
fame before friendship, love, home, cul¬ 
ture and philanthropy. Such a man 
came, at the end, to discontent. Money, I 
fame and honor were only temporary 
satisfactions; what was needed was a 
rich soul—something which would not 
pass with the passing of the flesh. (2) 
The proscrastlnqHlng fool, W'ho was al¬ 
ways going to do something, but, at 
the ago of 60, never realized his 
dreams. (3) The atheistic fool. It was 
more reasonable to suppose that mat¬ 
ter was the product of mind than that 
mind was the product of matter, and 
that the wonderful order of nature was 
due to the action of the supreme mind 
rather than to chance. The atheist, Bald 
Mr. Warnlcker. had had his day, and 
most of ttie great thinkers of modern 
times were not atheists, but believers 
in a supreme being. 

The materialistic fool was another of 
the types, and might be defined as the 
man who found no other places to put 
his goods than in his barn. God had 
said: “This night shall thy soul be 
required of thee.” There were other 
things to think of beside this world's 
goods. 

The man described by Kipling in 
“The Vampire" was a very commonly 
found type of fool—the fool who went 
the pace and forgot, In pursuit of wine, 
women and song, that “there is a way 
that seemed good to a man, but the end

Being situate in the Punjab, the 
home country of the Sikhs, and having 
many followers of Guru Nunak as stu¬ 
dents of the college, the lecturers are 
lu a special position to know some¬ 
thing of the sentiment of the race to 
Immigration. 

"The experiment of the Komagata 
Mam Is being eagerly watched In In¬ 
dia.” they slated, ”and exaggerated 
recounts have appeared In the vernacu¬ 
lar press of the Immigration officials’ 
actions In connection with East Indian 
Immigration Into Canada.

Dr. Smith says that shortly before he 
left his mission, teachers ot» Confucian¬ 
ism hud set up a centre at that city. 

He was not prepared to say what ef¬ 
fect the revival of the teaching of Con- 
fu'Mnnlsm would have on Christianity 
In that province, or on China generally. 
"On the whole," he said, "the effect of 
the revolution has been to open Chino 
to a new avenue of thought. There Is 
a general desire for knowledge of Occi¬ 
dental things, and 1 have been consult¬ 
ed freely by people on political mat¬ 
ter:? In the last three years. After IS 
years In the country I nm satisfied that 
the measure of the awakening of China 
la not appreciated fully by western 
countries yet. 

• people have shown a great interest 
In the ethics of republicanism, and 
have often asked me whether we be¬ 
lieve the Chinese republic can live. The 
term is largely after all a misnomer. 
There have been repeated Insurrections. 
«ml one occurred in the province of 
Szu'huan last year. The people who 
opposed tile new government took the 
view that Yuan Shih Kni is acting in 
contravention of the constitution. The 

len-ler did not openly avow association 
with Dr. Sun Ynt Sen, but no doubt he 
was acting in consort with him. He Is, 
however, believed to have escaped on 
Its collapse." 

Dr. Smith indicated that like most of 
the missions in the Interior of China, 
medical work is carried on, for which 
there is a great field. 

Dr. Smith is a college friend of Dr. 
S. S. Osterhout. of the R C. Methodist 
conference, who is related by marriage 
t" Victorians, and who himself also 
went to China some years ago.

Public opinion is excited to phrenxy 
against the Borden ministry. l<uur- 
ler's policy did not go far enough for 
them, but, tied in n knot by their Que¬ 
bec nationalist entanglements, they 
had held on to their offices and salar¬ 
ies. doing notiiing until the advent of 
the vigilantes set them In motion 
southwa rds.

The name of Lord Edward Fitzger¬ 
ald Is so. romantically known on both 
•-•Ides of the Atlantic, what regret will 
he caused by the news of the appear¬ 
ance of its twentieth century bearer 
in the London Court of Bankruptcy, 
with liabilities of pome $30,000, and 
with very few assets beyond some 1,- 
100 town lots of land In northern Al¬ 
berta. representing an investment of 
$15,000. The Lord Edward Fitzgerald 
in question is the younger of the two 
brothers of the unmarried apd ex- . 
tremely delicate Duke of Leinster, 
premier peer of Ireland, and other 
brother and first heir, Captain Lord 
Desmond Fitzgerajd of the Irish 
guards, being also a bachelor. 

Young Lord Edward, who is about 
twenty-three, held p lieutenancy in 
the Irish guards until a year ago, 
when he wa^ compelled by the regu¬ 
lations established by Edward VII. to 
resign his commission owing to Ills 
marriage to a musical comedy actress 
♦•f the name of May Etheridge, of the 
Shaftesbury theatre. In London, and 
nrev-iously one of the Gaiety girls. 
Should May Etheridge eventually be¬ 
come Duchess of Leinster and premier 
peeress of Erin, as appears now prob¬ 
able, she would In- the only actress to 
become a British duchess In the an¬ 
nals of history, with the solitary ex¬ 
ception of Harriet Mellon, who, after 
losing her first husband, Tom Ooutts 
the banker, became the wife of the 
ninth Duke of St. Albans. 

Lord Edward, like his brothers, the 
Duke of Leinster and Lord Desmond, 
almost lost his life in the fire which 
destroyed Dunconibe Park, the country 
scat of hly grandfather, the old Earl of 
Feversham, when he was but two years 
old. Indeed, tho three little fellows 
were only rescued by being carried, 
enveloped in wet blankets, down a 
ladder which was being scorched by 
flames bursting through the windows. 

Their narrow escape on that occa¬ 
sion served io recall the fact that the 
I^elnslor coat-of-arms perpetuates a 
similar narrow escape from lire by one 
of their ancestors when a little boy. | 
Tt happened in the thirteenth century. 
A fire broke out In the castle of Wood- 
stock, and in the confusion which en¬ 
sued the infant John Fitzgerald, who 
became the first Earl of Kildare, and 
forbear of the present Duke of Lein¬ 
ster and of Lord Edward Fitzgerald, 
was forgotten. On the servants re¬ 
turning to search for him the room In 
which he had been sleeping was found 
completely destroyed by the flames.
